Canadian Ports and the 
British Preference 

The question as to whether -Can- 
adian wheat shipped from United 
States Port, would get the benefit 
of the 6 cents a bushel British pref- 
erence has apparently been settled, 
The decision is that wheat must be 
consigned directly from Canada and 
cannot be stored in U. 8, A. ele- 
vator, if it lis to get the preference. 

Canadian Atlantic ports, particu- 
larly St. John and Halifax, have 
been urging that the preference 
should be confined to wheat shipped 
from Canadian seaports. They en- 
vision an extremely valuable grain 
trade of large proportions flowing 
from their harbors, 

Westerners who oppose the move- 


ence to wheat shipped from Can- 
adian ports have been pilloried as 
narrow-visioned and selfish, un- 
mindful of the welfare of Canada, 
and only too eager to patronize U. 
S. ports. This is not true, The 
people of the west are as anxioug as 
any Canadian to see the Dominion 


but they don’t want the burden al- 
ways to fall upon the prairie farm- 
er, The western wheat grower de- 
pends upon world markets. He is 
‘handicapped by a very ong. rail 
‘haul, right from the heart of the 
continent. Thig situation doeg not 
prevail in Argentina and Australia, 
Canada's keenest wheat exporting 
wvivals. The wheat farmers in those

The middle ear is connected with 
the throat by the Eustachian tube 
which controls the air pressure in 
the middle ear. The tube is gener- 
ally closed, but ig opened in the act 
of swallowing. The fluid which is 
secreted in the middle ear is drained 
off, through the tube, into the 
throat. i 

Earache which is due to inflam- 
mation of the middle ear generally 
comes from the throat and not from 
an outside cause. Any inflammation 
of the nose and throat may spread 
up to the Bustachian tube and set 
up an inflammation of the middle 
ear, resulting in a severe earache. 
The most common of such ocecur- 
rences is associated with head colds. 
When a young child who i, suffering 
from a cold in the head is particu- 
larly distressed and cries bitterly, 
the reason may be that there is in- 
flammation in the middle ear.
